a 
collegiate 


training with agriculture and m e­ 


chanics 
as 
the leading features. 
It has frequently been suggested 
in 
recent years that 
even more 
prom inence 
should 
he given 
to 


these leading features, because of 


the pronounced interest manifested 
in th e developm ent of agriculture 
and the inauguration of m anufac­ 
t o r y 
industries 
in 
the 
State. 
T h u s far the training at the col­ 
lege has consisted of a four year’s 
course w ithout any provision for 


special instruction in its dom inant

It now appears that the college

A goose is the typical Christmas 
bird, although most families dine on 
turkey th at day, and some like a pair 
of ducks and a line roast of beef. The 
goose m ust be young, or w hat is called 
a green goose. 
Yellow and flexible 
feet are a sigil of youth. 
A goose is 
dressed and trussed in the same man­ 
ner as a turkey, but the skiu should 
be thoroughly w ashed. 
Sage and onions are the traditional 
seasonings, and a very good way to 
stuff a goose is to boil and mash some 
w hite potatoes and season highly with 
onion Juice, sage, also salt and pepper. 
Dredge the outside lightly with salt 
and pepper and thickly with Hour. 
Lay the goose on a rack in the baking 
pan and put a few tablespoonfuls of 
w ater In the pan; baste often. Twenty 
minutes to the pound is the average 
tim e to allow for the baking. Garnish 
with blood oranges cut in sections on 
parsley, celery tips or any other green 
garnish. 
Make a sauce from the contents of 
the pan, thickening w ith flour, and 
after straining add the giblets, which 
have been cooked until tender in w a- 
ter and chopped coarsely. 
An old goose cannot be cooked satis­ 
factorily in this way. 
It will need to 
be parboiled aud then braised.—Chica­ 
go Inter Ocean.
